Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Sisson expressed concern over the aspect of fully enabling 
disclosure, or lack thereof, given co-inventors statements that one can sequence but 5 or 6 amino acid residues, and 
then not have confidence in the result being correct, noting that examples 10 and 13 provided a showing where the 
highest ranking of the oligopeptide was incorrect 50% of the time, and that one is not capable of distinguishing 
between Leu/lle residues, or between the various hexoses and their glycosidic linkages. 

Mr. Sisson noted that Dr. Schneider had placed particular emphasis on the use of an algorithm, yet the claims do not 
recite any specific algorithm. The aspect of Dr. Schneider having also stressed the aspect that calculated m/z values 
were not being stored in the computer, yet the claims are silent to this limitation, was also discussed. 
Dr. Jenkins indicated that he will discuss with applicant the aspect of moving the claims away from their being directed 
to a sequencing method, and to focus more closely on the use of the cumulative ranking algorithm, and that claims 
drawn to a method of sequencing, e.g., claim 67, may be cancelled. Mr. Sisson indicated that should the claims be 
drawn more clearly to the general use of an algorithm, that issues of utility may arise as the method must still result in 
the production of a product that, at the time of filing, satisfied the utility requirements . 
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
